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MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS,  AUGUST  1964 


Amendments : 

70 -Markets  (August  1).  For  each  Federal  order  market  except  Boston,  Springfield,  Worcester, 
Southeastern  New  England,  Connecticut,  New  York-New  Jersey,  Delaware  Valley,  Neosho  Valley, 
Mississippi  Delta,  Central  Mississippi,  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast,  and  Western  Colorado,  this  amend¬ 
ment  action  incorporates  into  the  regulatory  plan,  provisions  for  the  treatment  of  receipts  of 
unregulated  milk  and  milk  priced  under  other  Federal  orders. 

Neosho  Valley  (August  1).  Action  revises  pooling  requirements  for  distributing  plants  and  provides 
for  slight  change  in  diversion  provision.  Amendment  also  incorporates  into  the  regulatory  plan  of 
this  order,  provisions  for  the  treatment  of  receipts  of  unregulated  milk  and  milk  priced  under 
other  Federal  orders. 

Western  Colorado  (August  1).  Marketing  area  expanded  to  include  Garfield  County,  Colorado.  Action 
provides  for  market  wide  pooling  rather  than  the  present  individual-handler  pools.  Change  in 
pooling  requirements;  slight  changes  in  diversion  and  classification  provisions.  Action 
incorporates  provisions  for  the  treatment  of  receipts  of  unregulated  milk  and  milk  priced  under 
other  Federal  orders. 

Suspensions : 

Cedar  Rapids-Iowa  City  (August  1).  From  August  1,  1964  through  December  31,  1965,  action  eliminates 
the  specified  percentages  of  member  milk  which  must  be  delivered  to  pool  distributing  plants  to 
qualify  a  cooperative  standby  plant. 

Chesapeake  B^ay^  and  Washington  D.  C.  (August  1).  Suspension  removes,  for  the  period  August  1, 
1964  through  July  31,  1965,  the  "snubber"  that  limits  to  4  cents  a  change  from  the  preceding  month 
in  the  supply-demand  adjustment. 

Terminations : 

KrioxviHe,  Toldeo ,  an^  Na^hvil^l^  (August  12).  Action  deletes  the  final  date  by  which  the  prices  must 
be  reported  by  the  Midwestern  condenseries  to  be  averaged  and  included  in  the  class-price 
computations  of  the  orders.  The  termination  action  will  permit  the  use  of  identical  average  prices 
for  orders  which  use  this  price  series. 
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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


HlshllRhts 

August  1964 

Producer  Deliveries.  A  total  of  152,506  producers  delivered  3.9  billion  pounds  of  milk  to  regulated 
handlers  in  74  markets.  This  represents  an  increase  of  2.1  percent  over  producer  deliveries  in  August 
1963.  Average  daily  delivery  per  producer  increased  from  771  pounds  in  August  1963  to  830  pounds  in 
August  of  this  year.  Producer  numbers,  producer  deliveries,  average  butterfat  percentages,  and  average 
daily  deliveries  per  producer  for  individual  markets  are  shown  on  table  3. 

Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  in  74  markets 
decreased  1.3  percent  from  last  year,  to  a  total  of  2.4  billion  pounds  for  the  month  of  August.  The 
average  utilization  percentage  for  August  1964  was  62  percent.  Fourteen  markets  showed  an  increase  in 
the  utilization  percentage,  four  showed  no  change,  and  the  remaining  56  markets  showed  a  decrease  (see 
table  4) . 

Gross  Class  I  sales,  which  include  Class  I  sales  of  other  source  milk,  decreased  1.5  percent  in  the 
74  markets  for  the  month  of  August. 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  paid  by  handlers  in  the  74  markets  for  3.5  percent 
milk  was  $4.91  per  hundredweight,  two  cents  higher  than  the  $4.89  per  hundredweight  price  in  August  1963. 
Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  August  were  higher  in  62  markets,  unchanged  in  five  markets,  and  lower  in  the 
remaining  seven  markets. 

Producers  in  the  74  markets  received  a  weighted  average  blend  price  of  $4.28  per  hundredweight  for 
3.5  percent  milk.  This  is  two  cents  higher  than  the  August  1963  blend  price  of  $4.26.  Producers 
received  higher  blend  prices  in  34  markets,  the  same  price  in  two  markets,  and  a  lower  price  in  the 
remaining  38  markets.  Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets, 
are  reported  on  table  1. 

Whole  Milk  Sales.  Total  in-area  whole  milk  sales  for  August  1964  in  76  marketing  areas  are  estimated  to 
be  about  1.7  billion  pounds,  3.3  percent  below  such  sales  in  August  of  last  year.  Complete  July  in¬ 
area  sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings  (whole  milk,  skim 
milk  itmes,  mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6. 


YEAR  TO  DATE 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  for  the  January-August  period  for  the  74  markets  was 
$4.74,  seven  cents  higher  than  the  $4.67  price  in  1963.  The  1964  weighted  average  blend  price  was  $4.06, 
six  cents  higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $4.00  reported  for  this  period  in  1963  (see  table  2). 

Producer  Deliveries  and  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 

reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5.  In  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year,  compared  to  the 

same  period  in  1963,  producer  receipts  for  the  74  markets  were  up  2 . 1  percent,  and  receipts  used  in 

Class  I  were  up  2.1  percent.  Data  for  the  74  markets  and  for  all  markets  are  summarized  below.
